d read word arthritis. Perhaps we 
had better switch to the even more 
mod ern word arthralgia, which 
simply mean s pain in the organ s 
of locomotion . 
The causes of these con d ition s 
an d the reason s for their occur­ 
ren ce in the sprin g may be various. 
What is sprin g fever ? Well, it’s a 
combin ation of the accumulated 
fatigue of livin g so much in d oors 
in the win ter, an d a win ter d iet 
d omin an t in food s that are low 
in vitamin s, an d the resurge of 
the en d ocrin es with some of them 
overd oin g it an d some of them un ­ 
d erd oin g it, thyroid in sufficien cy 
an d gon ad oversufficien cy, an d 
psychic states of the "Oh! what’* 
the use?’’ ord er. 
The 
same 
operatin g causes, 
with the ad d ition of postural 
strain prod uce arthralgia. If it 
gets serious en ough to require 
treatm en t n ot on e but a combin a­ 
tion of method s correspon d in g to 
the multiplicity of causes should 
be used . Thus we have report* of 
help in arthritis from Vitamin B 
con cen trates, an d from thyroid 
exhibition . The thyroid patien t 
d roops all over an d the d roopin g 
lead s to a postural strain an d the 
postural strain causes arthralgia. 
Mid d le aged women patien ts in the 
men opause are often crippled by 
join t pain s which yield very well 
to ovarian extract therapy. All 
these are established method s of 
treatm en t in the arthritis clin ic. 


Physical Therapy 
I am impressed though In the 
treatm en t of these arthritic an d 
semi-arthritic patien ts with the 
n eglect of the method s of physical 
therapy — water, heat an d cold , 
massage, electricity. Why they 
ate n ot more used by American 
physician s is a mystery. There is 


a feelin g that they can on ly be 
given in a special establishmen t— 
a spa or resort. But most of the 
very effective on es can be given 
in the bathroom of an y American 
home. I list some of the best: 
(1) Dep en d in g o n h ea t: 
Hot 
bath, gen eral, two or more times 
a d ay. Hot an d cold wet com­ 
presses an d application s. The hip 
bath. Hot an d cold showers, or 
water poured from a height from 
a bucket or pitcher. Hot mud 
pack. 
(2) Mech a n ica l 
— Massage an d 
rubbin g —- even amateur massage 
is valuable. Active an d passive 
exercise d irected at the sore mus­ 
cles an d joiDts. 
(3) Co u n ter irritan t— Sun light. 
Ultra-violet lamp. Just plain elec­ 
tric bulb. Carbon arc lamp. 
Special electrical method s—such 
as d iathermy an d ion ization an d » 
high frequen cy are available in 
most North American cities, but 
how seld om used . 
How much better these method s 
are than d osin g with d rugs, or the 
con sumption of fan cy an d fad d y 
d ieta. 
Gold Treatmen t 


Rheumatic exud ation s have been 
liken ed to smould erin g sources of 
d isease an d heat properly used 
often effects their absorption . The 
mechan ical effects of massage in 
stretchin g tissue accomplishes the 
same purpose. 
The n ew gold treatmen t of arth­ 
ritis is probably the most hopeful 
agen t that has been in trod uced in 
the treatm en t of that trouble­ 
some con d ition . It d oes n ot work 
in all cases, but it is worth a try 
in properly selected on es. 
In the early stages of rheuma­ 
toid arthritis in youn g people be­ 
fore d eformities or limitation of 
movemen t or cripplin g has oc­ 
curred is its best field . It must ba 
given un d er the care of a physi­ 
cian as it is given hypod ermically 
in to the muscle or in to a vein . It 
often brin gs prompt relief from 
pain an d limitation of motion .

DIET AND HEALTH 


Physical Therapy 
Aid in Arthralgia

IN TH E SPRIN G the joints and 
muscle* are notably likely to get 
stiff and sore. 
This used to be 
called by the old word rheumatic. 
Nowaday* the sufferer is more 
likely to be frightened by the more

dread word arthritis. Perhaps we 
had better switch to the even more 
modern word arthralgia, which 
simply means pain in th* organ* 
of locomotion. 
The causes of these conditions 
and the reasons for their occur­ 
rence in the spring may be various. 
What is spring fever ? Well, it’s a 
combination of the accumulated 
fatigue of living so much indoors 
in the winter, and a winter diet 
dominant in foods that are low 
in vitamins, and the resurge of 
the endocrine* with some of them 
overdoing it and some of them un­ 
derdoing it, thyroid insufficiency 
and 
gonad 
oversufficiency, and 
psychic states of the “Oh! what’s 
the use?’’ order. 
The 
same 
operating 
causes, 
arith 
the 
addition 
of 
postural 
strain produce arthralgia. 
If it 
greta serious enough to require 
treatment not on* but a combina­ 
tion of methods corresponding to 
the multiplicity of causes should 
be used. Thus we have reports of 
help in arthritis from Vitamin B 
concentrates, and from thyroid 
exhibition. 
The thyroid patient 
droops all over and the drooping 
leads to a postural strain and the 
postural strain causes arthralgia. 
Middle aged women patients in the 
menopause are often crippled by 
joint pains which yield very well 
to ovarian extract therapy. All 
these are established methods of 
treatment in the arthritis clinic. 


Physical Therapy 
I am impressed though In the 
treatm ent of these arthritic and 
sem i-arthritic patients with the 
neglect of the methods of physical 
therapy — water, heat and cold, 
massage, electricity. Why they 
are not more uaed by American 
physicians is a mystery. There is 


s feeling that they can only be 
given in a special establishment— 
a spa or resort. But most of the 
very effective ones can be given 
in the bathroom of any American 
home. I list some of the best: 
(I ) Depending on brat: Hot 
bath, general, two or more times 
rn day. Hot and cold wet com­ 
presses and applications. The hip 
bath. Hot and cold showers, or 
water poured from a height from 
a bucket or pitcher. Hot mud 
pack. 
(Iii Mechanical— Massage and 
rubbing — even amateur massage 
is valuable. Active and passive 
exercise directed at the sore mus­ 
cles and joints. 
(3) Counter irritant— Sunlight. 
Ultra-violet lamp. Ju st plain elec­ 
tric bulb. Carbon arc lamp. 
Special electrical methods— such 
as diathermy and ionization and, 
high frequency are available in 
most North American cities, but 
how seldom used. 
How much better these methods 
are than dosing with drugs, or the 
consumption of fancy and faddy 
dicta. 
Gold Treatment 


Rheumatic exudations have been 
likened to smouldering sources of 
disease and heat properly used 
often effects their absorption. The 
mechanical effects of massage in 
stretching tissue accomplishes the 
same purpose. 
The new gold treatment of arth­ 
ritis is probably the most hopeful 
agent that has been introduced in 
the treatm ent of that trouble­ 
some condition. It does not work 
in all cases, but it is worth a try 
in properly selected ones. 
In the early stages of rheuma­ 
toid arthritis in young people be­ 
fore deformities or limitation of 
movement or crippling has oc­ 
curred is its best field. It must be 
given under the care of a physi­ 
cian as it is given hypodermically 
into the muscle or into a vein. It 
often brings prompt relief from 
pain and limitation of motion.
